Structure of the cultural heritage appendices 


The cultural heritage appendices for the Drayton Bassett, Hints and Weeford community 
forum area (CFA) comprise: 


e baseline reports (Appendix CH-001-021); 

e agazetteer of heritage assets (this appendix); 

e impact assessment (Appendix CH-003-021); and 
e survey reports (Appendix CH-004-021). 


Maps referred to throughout the cultural heritage appendices are contained in the Volume 5 
cultural heritage map book. 


Scope and coverage 


This appendix provides descriptive information for the Drayton Bassett, Hints and Weeford 
CFAo1g relating to identified designated and non-designated heritage assets that lie within 
the following study areas: 


e designated assets: All designated assets within 2km of the centre line of the Proposed 
Scheme are listed. Detailed descriptions of assets and their settings are provided only 
for those designated assets where field study has determined a potential for impacts 
on setting or significance to arise; and 


e non-designated assets: Detailed descriptions of all assets and their settings are 
provided for those assets located within the land required to construct the Proposed 
Scheme and within the 500m buffer zone. 


Where appropriate, assets have been grouped together to assist in an understanding either of 


their context e.g. collecting together archaeological intervention s that relate to a common 
location or of their setting and significance e.g. collecting together historic buildings either 
within specific conservation areas or within the same streetscape context. 


Information supplied 


For each asset or group of assets the following information has been provided: 
e unique ID: e.g. DHWo003; 
e map Ref: map number in Volume 5 on which the asset can be located; 
e asset type: simple classification of asset type using following classes: 
- ancient woodland; 
- archaeology; 


- built heritage; 


historic hedgerow; 
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- historic landscape; and 

- settlement. 
e name: either name used in designation record(s) or other identifiable name; 
e description: short description of the asset and, where relevant, its setting; 


e period: primary period relating to asset using period classifications from Appendix CH- 
001-021; 


e designation: if applicable key designation or designations for some groups; 
e grade: where applicable, grade of any designated assets; 


e significance / value: Score based on Scope and Methodology Report classifications i.e. 
high, moderate, low, not significant; an ‘unknown’ category has been introduced in 
respect of Light Detection and Ranging (LIDAR) and aerial photographic investigation 
(API) features, in instances where there is presently insufficient evidence to determine 
significance; 


e national heritage list (NHL) reference for designated assets; and 
e historic environment record (HER) reference, where relevant. 


Unique IDs were assigned to assets on a block basis during the development of the baseline, 
the numbering sequence is thereof not continuous.

Apart from a visual connection to Horsley Brook 
Farm, the setting of Ingley Hill is isolated, with woodland views and 18" century open fields 
to the south and east (DHW400) contributing to its unspoiled historic character. As part of 
the Swinfen Estate, the farm would have historically been approached from the west side.

Like Ingley Hill 
Farm, the setting of Horsley Brook is one of isolation, with key views towards Ingley Hill and 
east across 18"" century farmland (DHW,4 00) contributing to its historic character. As part of 
the Swinfen Estate, the farm would have historically been approached from the west side.

Village (conservation area) taking in the historic core of the village of Hints, including Hints 
Manor, St Bartholomew’s Church, the grounds of Hints Old Hall and a former mill pond to 
the north-west. The village of Hints is positioned on a south facing slope, between Black 
Brook and Watling Street, overlooking hills, fields and woodland. There are a number of 
important listed buildings within the village, largely of 1g” century date, although elements 
of earlier post-medieval buildings remain. Due to the narrow roads through the village, and 
the height of hedgerows and trees adjacent to them, there are only a few views into and out 
of the conservation area. The most significant view is from Watling Street, looking south 
down School Lane where the irregular roofline of the village interspersed with trees is set 
against the backdrop of woodland and fields along Gorsey Hill. Other views from 
Brockhurst Lane take in the wooded margin along the southern edge of the conservation 
area, while views looking southeast along School Lane within the village look out towards 
Roundhill Wood. The main significance of the conservation area is considered to be its 
sense of remoteness and tranquillity, complemented by its situation on the edge of open 
assarted enclosures to the south and west. Hints was recorded as one of 15 settlements 
under the Manor of Lichfield in the Domesday Book of 1086. Together the settlements were 
recorded as having 82 villagers and smallholders. Encompasses Hints Manor (Grade II) and 
the Church of St. Bartholomew (Grade II). The Manor is situated above School Lane with 
views out over Hints to the south and southwest to open fields and dispersed areas of 
woodland. The parish church was built in 1882-3 by John Oldrid Scott for Mr Chadwick, a 
cotton merchant. The church is situated on raised land in the centre of Hints. Principally 
viewed from the east, the rising topography screens views beyond it from Church Lane. 
Views west from within the site are partially obscured by tree cover, although the woods 
along the Hints Hills are visible. A cross and two memorials (also Grade Il) lie in the 
churchyard. There are also a number of 1g” century buildings of none in School Lane: 
School House, Rose Cottage, Hints Old Hall, Chadwick House, The Old Coach House, 
Lambourne House, The Villa, Woodview, Hints Hall and Stables.

“Botany Bay” reflects the tradition of naming fields located far from settlements after 
exotic and far-away locations and suggests the naming of the fields occurred after Cook's 
discovery and naming of Botany Bay in Australia in the late 138" century.
